THE MANGOSTHEN. 

The species included in the. genus Garcinia 
aro 8 comparatively small but valuable group 
of oriental tropical economic plants, For, not 
only are the timbers furnishad hy the Garcintas 

_ well adapted for building-construction and 
furniture, but sone of the tamarinds, the gam- 
boge of commerce, as well as tho much- 
 cateamed mangosteen of Malaya are among 
the products yielded by them, Of all these 
producta the luscious mangosteen, which, by 

“universal consent, hus been admitted to be the 
moat delicious of oriental fruits, is perhaps the 
best-known to the Iayman. .In~the. sunny 
regions of the Matnyan sea-board where, for 
the major portion of tho year, sunshine and 
shower regularly alternate to result in a truly 
marvellous equabllity’ of climate the Garcinta 
mangostana grons to perfection. Its artificial 
cultivation in those regions as well ne on the 
friable lorms of the evergreen, forests ‘that 
follow the coursts of tho rivers of the Peninaula 
has alwaya been altended with considerable 
success. For, within the favoured localities of 
its limited but indigenous distribution, fow 
fruit-crops demand tess attention in cultivation ; 


ma . ; : F 
: re While, afler it survived the early stages of, its 


, Growth, no epentions of a cu'tural nature, 
‘beyond manauring, require to be done for the 
maintenance of ihe crop. + ‘ 

‘The method af cultivating the species is as 
follows, “Whenthe' rounded capsules mature 
inthe rains and their rinds b-come a deep 
purple ‘in colour, they are cirefully plucked 
off the trees by hind. The largest, and most 
evenly-developed ‘fruits are, then selected 
and set apart’ to furnish the .sowing mat- 
erial. A frisit consiats of from. six to eight 
divisions (locu's), each of.which is filled with 
a mass of white pulp that may or may not en- 
close n seed; for it frequently. happens. that 
evén aniong the most perfectly grown mangos 
teen (ruits, few contain more than two fertile 
seedseach, Forpurposes of sowing, the setd is 
best when itis-detached from the fruit by hand 
and sown with the edible pulp adhering. 

If the seeds are sucked prior to wwing them, 
the warmth of ehe mouth, as well 25 the scouring 
action of the tongue, exert:an/ injurious in- 
fluence upon thélrsoft membranous seed-coats, 
which it is essential should he mainiained ip 
ag unimpaired acondition- as’ possible. More-’ 
‘over, the decay throurh fermentation of the 
pulp surrounding thefeeeds seis up a beneficent 
.stimulative action not only: upon the seed-coal 

‘itself but also‘upon the germinating embryo 

* The seeds ordinwily germinate in 4 fortnight 
from sowing, thagh some have been known 

- to sprout ina week, while others again take a 
month or even more. They should be sown 
About a foot-apat in nursery beds that are four 
feet wide and ofthe most convenient length. 
About 175 seedlings could he-raised: in a bed 


" . forty feet long and four feet wide, Through- 


‘out the one year during which the’ seedlings 
remain in the nursery, the beds should be daily 
watered as well as arcasianally heavily manur- 
ed with farm-yard manare or vegetable mould. . 
The manure shaild be carefully raked in be- 
tween tha seedlings, which, by the bye, nre 
extremely sensilive to bending, breakage or 
other injury, een: Bos 
Well-grown ‘seedlings would be at least a foot 

in height at the close of the year and bear from 
four.to six Icaves each,” At the commence: 
ment of the south-west monsoon, the seedlings 
should he removed from the nursery beds and 
planted out in pils previously prepared on the 
’ plantation. These pits are best excavated at 
distances of 20 (i, fram one another, and ould 
be located in, open, well-drained loamy land. 
They should ench be 3 ft. square and 3 {t. deep, 
and be filled in with surface soil, vegetable 
mould and cattle droppings worked up to a 
friable and fine degree of tilth.
